January-to-June Indexes 
Show Further Produc- 
tion Recession. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 10.—(/)— 
A decline of 16.3 per cent in the Jan- 
uary-to-June average of adjusted in- 
dexes of industrial production as com- 
pared with the first half of 1930 was 
reported today by the commerce de- 
partment. 

In computing the indexes, the de- 
partment used the monthly average 
from 1923 to 1925 as 1,000. “General 
business activity,” the report said, 
“continued its decline of greater than 
seasonal proportions during June, a 
tendency, however, which became less 
5 asm during the first two weeks of 

u y.” 


Industrial production for June 
dropped 3.4 per cent. The decline in 


mineral production was only a little 
more than seasonal. 

“Among manufacturing industries,” 
the department said, “there were rela- 
tively sharp recessions in the output 
of iron and steel and in automobile 


production, but textile activity was 
maintained close to seasonal levels and 
was well above the level of a year ago. 
“The recession in business during 
June was further reflected in a drop 
of 2.5 per cent in factory employment, 
after allowing for normal seasonal 
ehanges, and in a fall of 5.5 per cent 
in factory pay rolls which are now 25 
per cent below the level of a year ago. 
“The indexes of distribution also 
tended downward, although the ad- 
justed index of freight car loadings, 
after showing a decline of 2.5 per cent 
during June, has moved consistently 
upward since the beginning of July. 
“Department store values, if adjust- 
ed for the number of working days, 
fell G.2 per cent in June, but if adjust- 
ed also for seasonal variation the de- 
cline was only 1.1 per cent. Bank 
debits outside of New York, after a 
sharp drop in May, increased nearly 


3 per cent in June and have moved to 
a higher level since the close of the | 
month. | 

“The unadjusted value of building 


contracts showed a gain of 9.4 per 
cent in June. Residential building 
awards moved eontrary to this general 
trend, but public works and utilities 
construction, although steadily de- 
clining from March to May, registered 

an increase last month (June) of 42 
per cent over the May total.” 

"The retardation in the rate of de- 
cline of wholesale prices during June, 
Which turned into a temporary rise 
early in July, was regarded as a more 
favorable factor. Security prices also 


moved ahead over a great part of the 
month, reflecting favorable sentiment 
created by the moratorium agreement 
but these have reversed their trend 
since the close of the month.

Mention the word “censorship” and you arouse the ire of every 
lover of liberty within hearing. 

Any kind of censorship seems at first glance an assault on freedom. 

But freedom is for those who can be trusted not to abuse it, and there 
is universal belief in society’s right to protect itself by protecting its 
weaker members. 

The right of the wise to shield a fool from his folly is sound in prin- 
ciple and practice. : 

Consider the matter of motion pictures. 

The ones to be shielded, quite obviously, are the middle-class young. 

These provide the greater part of the cinema’s patronage, and these 
alone are endangered, for experienced middle-age has developed immunity 
to corruption or long since surrendered to it. 

Who shall say whether a motion picture is too evil to be shown? 

Here again the answer is obvious. 

Unmarried men and women and married ones without children may 
see no evil in sex pictures, but parents whose sons and daughters are 
threatened see the truth. 

They alone have a right to speak, for they alone have anything at 
Stake. 

Those who doubt the cinema’s power for evil simply close their eyes 
to the facts. ,

At the same time the Maligin tfe- 
ported her inability@to locate the two 
islands of Garmsuort and Arthur re- 
corded in maps and charts of the re- 
gion. Whether this signified the 
islands had disappeared or the ship 
was prevented by weather and ice con- 
ditions from reaching their position 
remained undisclosed. 

Another wireless from the icebreak- 
er said that on Auugst 9 the ship 
reached the island of Aldjer, base of 
the explorer Evelyn B. Baldwin. On 
the shore was found a bottle contain- 
ing a letter weitten by Baldwin and 
dated July 2, 1902. In the letter the 
explorer gave the position of a granite

Revaluation of the Hand | 
in Support of a Takeout 


58. 

Many players seem to find the ques- 
tion of revaluing their hands, wheh 
the best course is to support a take- 
out bid by partner, beset with diffi- 
culties. This question arises when- | 
ever a player at the contract table | 
has made an opening bid and partner | 
has responded with a bid in another | 
suit or notrump. Fundamentally the 
matter presents no real difficulties. 
In measuring the supporting value of 
the opponent’s hand for partner's un- 
contested notrump takeout, the first 
question to determine is whether the | 
hand contains a rebid in the suit | 
originally named or has another al-| 
ternative suit to offer as a possible | 
trump. If it is decided that the hand | 
will play better at notrump than a) 
suit, then the rule of eight works with | 
extreme accuracy in determining what | 
should be bid. This rule can be stated |

Combined hands holding 4-4 1-2 
honor-tricks will average to develop 3 | 
low-card-tricks in addition, The hands 
should make 7 tricks or one notrump. 

Combined hands containing 5 1-2 
honor-tricks will average to develop 
in addition 3 to 4 low-card tricks. The 
hands should make three notrump. 


This simple 4-5-5 1-2 rule serve@ as 
a basis for notrump takeouts and 
raises, 

In revaluing hands in support of a 
suit takeout, either forcing or non- 
forcing, the opening hand then be- 
comes the responding hand. He should 
assume a bare minimum takeout, but 
a hand that offers some possibilities 
on the attack. His hand in support 
contains some elements of strength 
which it would not contain if he were 
the declarer. Thus he counts: 
Trump length and honors. 
Low cards and honor-tricks in 
side suits. 
Ruffing tricks due to short suits | 
(voids, singletons, and double- | 
tons)——the added value. | 

He now deducts the values of the | 
opening bid previously shown by | 
him—the balance, if any, will show | 
his rebid values, |

opening bid. But, it is always best to 
give a leeway to partner in case 1 
trick fails to materialize. Hence, the 
opening hand bids five clubs although 
he has a close six-bid. The partner, 
with solidity of the trump suit as- 
sured and holding slight additional 
values in the gpade queen, which prob- 
ably solidifies that suit, now bids six 
clubs, which was easily made.

The Perfect Golf Ball. 


Golfers seem to find it difficult to make up their minds. Perhaps 
that is why they are golfers. 1 read that next year the United States 
old golf ball. The 


new ball, which was voted for with much enthusiasm, now seems to dis- 
please a vast majority of the five millions playing golf in this country. 
I hope that the United States Golf Association will not act too hastily. 


I happen to know that one golf addict is working on a golf ball that 
should bring universal satisfaction to golfers. This addict #& Mr. Victor 
Gilpin, the inventor who designed the bedroom miniature golf course. 

I visited Mr. Gilpin the other day at his bedroom golf course. He 
had just played nine holes in his pajamas and the ninth hole being by 
the bathroom door he had taken his shower and had strolled leisurely 
back to bed, much refreshed by the morning exercise. Mr. Gilpin loves 
his golf, but he does not like to risk himself outdoors. That is why he 
designed the bedroom golf course. He can get his exercise and recrea- 
tion without getting too far away from his bed. 

‘When I entered the golf course Mr.¢ 
Gilpin was propped up on his pillows 
and enjoying a refreshing breeze from 
his electric fan. He was working on 
some drawings, and was so absorbed 
that for a while he was not aware 
of the presence of a visitor. Finally 
he put the drawings aside and a look 
of triumph came into his face. 

“At last I have it,” said Mr. 
Gilpin. “I have designed the per- 
fect golf ball, and I hope that the 
United States Golf Association 
will do nothing until they see my 
plans and specifications. [ always 
thought that they acted hastily in 
changing to the new ball. Now, 
understand they are quite likely 
to act just as impulsively in 
changing back to the old one. 
That will bring another squawk 
from the golfers, and they will 
later change back to the ball 
they are using now, unless I can 
convince them of the real merits 
of the Gilpin ball.” 


Mr. Gilpin picked up one of the 
drawings. “I have here,” he said, “a 
cross section of the perfect golf ball, 
which will settle all the association’s 
troubles. I will try to make my ex- 
planation as simple as possib 

“The new ball, as you may 
know, has some advantages. It is 
bigger than the old one, therefore 
easier to see and easier to hit. 

But it lacks the carrying proper- 

ties of the old ball, especially 

when you are driving into the 

wind. My idea was to invent a 

golf hall that would combine the 

best features of both the new and 
the old balls, and I have suc- 
ceeded at last. 

“The Gilpin golf ball, when placed 
on the tee, is ‘the same size as the 
new ball. But when it is hit it ayto- 
matically shrinks to the size of the 
old ball, thereby offering less resist- 
ance to the air and carrying as well 
as the old ball did. 


“It would take some time for 
me to explain just how it is done.

Bend the elbows just enough so 
that a drive may be placed across the 
back and through the two circular 
spaces made by the bent arms and 
body. 

Now pivot just as you would in a 
real hit-the-ball backswing. First to the 
right. Then complete the pivot to the 
left, passing the center. 

This builds up the back and shoul- 
der muscles and furnishes natural 
strength that eliminates the need to 
press,

Impossible To Lose It. 


Again Mr. Gilpin reached out for 
one of those cooling drinks.

NEW YORK, Aug. 10.—Another 
disheartening session was witnessed in 
the general stock market today when 
prices of a number of first-line in- 
vestment railroad shares declined to 
new low levels with the average price 
of transportation stocks selling with- 
in less than two points of the low 
level established on June 2, last. Reg- 
istration of these new low quotations 
for the supposed good investment rails 
naturally revived and directed atten- 
| tion to rumors of the instability of 
present dividends being paid by most 
of the important common Carriers. 

For a time the industrial group 
showed some heaviness but recovered 
most of their early declines. The re- 
sistance shown by the industrial list 
to the weakness of the rails attracted 
attention and seemed to lend color to 
the constant reports that there is good 
accumulation going on in many of the 
industrial department members. 
COTTON BREAKS SHARPLY. 

The most discouraging development 
of the day was a sharp break in the 
price of cotton futures, the loss at 
one time amounting to approximately 
150 points, equal to $7.50 a bale, Not- 
withstanding this precipitant decline, 
predictions were heard that lower 
prices for the staple would prevail 
|in the future. The abrupt decline in 
the price of cotton was attributed to 
publication of the government crop re- 
port which gave promise of one of the 
biggest yields ever picked. 

The new low means a sharp con- 
traction in the purchasing power of 
the south and will undoubtedly delay 
economic recovery below the Mason 
and Dixen line. Decline in the price 
of crude rubber also was a source 
of discouragement and contributed to 
the belief that economic reviyal could 
not be expected until prices of com- 
modities had been arrested from their 
| downward trend. 

SILVER LINING. 

What was considered a silver lining 
in the stock market clouds was a re- 
port that a large banking pool had 
been formed recently and was accu- 
mulating a line of stocks. Those who 
profess to have inside knowledge of 
the formation of this pool declare that 
it is accumulating ten issues. While 
full details could not be obtained as 
to the names of the ten stocks, it is 
said that the list includes General 
Motors, International Telephone & 
Telegraph, Montgomery Ward, Ameri- 
can & Foreign Power and Internation- 
al Nickel. 

Brokers who usually act for one of 
the most important banking groups in 
the street are said to be handling the 
buying orders in the stocks. The rela- 
tive steadiness of the industrial shares 
the last week seems to strengthen the 
story of the formation of the banking 
group.

NEW YORK, Aug. 10.—(4)—Cot- 
ton prices broke 135 to 142 points 
here today as a direct result of Sat- 
urday’s estimate by the government 
indicating a yield of 15,584,000 
bales. At the decline the market was 
at the lowest point recorded in over, 
50 years and reflected the general 
feeling of apprehension relative to the 
disposition of such a large yield cou- 
pled with a carryover from last year 
of about 9,000,000 bales. The mar- 
ket rallied partially from the ex- 
treme decline, however, and during 
the day felt the influence of active 
covering by previous sellers, closing 
firm with net losses of 109 to 114 
points. 

The opening was easy, 126 to 132 
points lower, with very heavy general 
selling following a sharp break in the 
Liverpool market where prices were 
down 73 to 77 English points more 
than indicated by the action of our 
market on Saturday under the influ- 
ence of heavy liquidation on the bu- 
reau figures. The volume of selling 
was very heavy the first hour and 
seemed to come from over a wide 
area, while sentiment had evidently 
been adversely influenced by the un- 
expected size of the crop estimate, 

After the selling movement had ex- 
hausted itself, however, contracts be- 
came scarce, reflecting the sold-out 
condition of the market and the ab- 
sence of hedging pressure against the 
new crop, which has not yet begun 
to move in volume. Trading during 
the midday session became quiet and 
toward the close prices firmed up 
quite sharply, gaining 24 to 29 points 
from the early low levels on domestic 
and foreign trade buying and on re- 
newed covering. ‘The December po- 
sition, which on Saturday closed at 
8.31, declined to 6.94, rallied to 7.20, 
closing at that level, or 111 points net 
lower, while the. general. market 
closed firm at the best of the day. 

Ordinary factors were largely lost 
sight of during the day and the mar- 
ket was evidently adjusting itself to 
new crop ideas. In view of present 
business conditions and the trade 
outlook, a great deal of concern was 
expressed over future values, and 
while some traders were inclined to 
believe that later reports may indi- 
cate a reduction from present crop 
ideas, it seemed to be the consensus 
of opinion that present indications 
point to a season of low prices. 

The monthly statistics by the As- 
sociation of Cotton Textile Mer- 
chants in New York show that new 
business booked was 82.2 per cent of 
production, while stocks lost 6.5 per 
cent during the month. Exports to- 
day 11,496, making 42,558 so far this 
season.

NEW YORK, Aug. 10.—Cotton opened un- 
der heavy pressure of liquidation from all 
parts of the world today and soon sold off 
to net losses of 129 to 134 points in New 
Orleans and 137 to 142 points in New 
York.

DECREASE IS SHOWN 
IN CLOTH PRODUCTION 


NEW YORK, Aug. 10.—(/)—New 
business in standard cotton cloths 
booked during July amounted to 82.2 
per cent of production, the Associa- 
tion of Cotton Textile Merchants of 
New York reported today. 

Production during the month 
amounted to 192,545,000 yards, or at 
the rate ef 48,136,000 yards per week 
for the four weeks, a decline of 7.5 
per cent under output in June. 

July shipments totaled 211,331,000 
yards, equivalent to 109.8 per cent of 
production, and new business booked 
amounted to 158,353,000 yards. 

Stocks on hand as of July 31 were 
269,449,000 yards, a decrease of 6.5 
per cent during the month and a new 
low figure for stocks since these fig- 
ures became comparable on January 
1, 1928. The report pointed out that 
stocks on hand reached their peak at 
the end of June, 1930, and the trend 
since has been ste dily downward, 
with a reduction of nearly 200,000,000 
yards since July 1, last year. 

Unfilled orders July 31 were 277,- 
597.000 yards, a decrease of 16 per 
cent during the month, but still 
cess of stocks on hand. 

“With unusually low stocks,” the re- 
port said, “and a production rate be- 
low the average of recent years, the 
statistical position of the industry is 
exceptionally strong on the eve of 
seasonal buying which is due during 
the third quarter.”

U. 5. STEEL'S BACKLOG. 
DECREASES IN MONTH 


NEW YORK, Aug. 10.—(4)—Un- 
filled orders of the United States 
Steel Corporation showed a decrease 
of 74,507 tons in July to a total of 
3,404,816 tons as of July 31. In 
June a decrease of 141,129 tons was 
reported. 

The backlog as of June 30 was 
3,479,323 tons. On May 31 unfilled 
orders aggregated 3,620,452 tons, 
against 3,897.720 tons on April 30. 
On July 31, 1930, unfilled orders 
amounted to 4,022,055 tons. 

Only a small change in the figures 
for last month had been expected. The 
corporation’s operations in July were 
at the lowest rate of the year, averag- 
ing about 32 per cent of capacity, 
and the management endeavored to 
keep production and business as close 
as possible to new orders. Demand 
was small, a normal experience at 
mid-summer, although the slackness 
was emphasized by the extreme de- 
pression in the industry. 

July usually shows comparatively 
narrow changes in the backlog. A 
year ago there was an increase of 
53,991 tons, while July, 1929, brought 
a drop of 168,733 tons.

Wholesale Price 
On Commodities 
Near 1913 Level 


WASHINGTON. Aug. 10.—()— 
Wholesale commodity prices are only 
a small fraction above those of 1913. 

A decline during June to a level 29 
per cent lower than in July, 1929, re- 
ported today by the commerce depart- 
ment, put them there. 

Prices of grains and live stock fell 
6 per cent and 3.4 per cent, respective- 
ly, the department said, and as a con- 
sequence the index of farm products 
dropped 2.5 per cent from May to 
June, 1931, to a level “about 9 per 
cent lower than in 1913.” 

“A decline of 4.2 per cent in prices 
of meats,” the report continued, 
“slightly more than offset advances 
in prices of dairy prducts and mis- 
cellaneous foods, ~so that the com- 
bined index of foods declined less than 
1 per cent. 

“Prices of non-farm products in 
June were 1.8 per cent lower than in 
May, only 2.7 per cent higher than in 
1913, and at the lowest level reached 
since October, 1915.”

Agriculture’ s Burden. 

“Let other industries speak for 
themselves,” he continued, “but so far 
as agriculture is concerned, burdened 
with accumulated losses and misfor- 
tunes of ten years of depression, cap- 
ped by the present disastrous decline 
in the price of farm commodities, it 
would be perfectly preposterous to im- 
pose upon the farmer the additional 
burden of a 15 per cent inerease in 
freight rates. . . 

“The railroads complain of the in- 
creasing burdens of taxation,” he 
added, “but agriculture also has been 
called upon to carry an eyvyer-increas- 
ing load of taxes. Farm taxes are 
about 266 per cent as high as before 
the war. 

Turning to the question of traffic, 
Brenckman said if the rates now in 
force have driven traffic to competing 
systems of transportation, higher rates 
would only accelerate the tendency. 

“The railroads, * he added, “cannot 
expect to prosper by reducing to bank- 
ruptcy through excessive freight rates 
the industries upon which they rest.”

At the Zehlendorf-Mitte center are 
large week-end houses for members, 
comfortably furnished and with 
kitchens for the week-enders’ use. Es- 
pecial efforts are made to bring 
young men and women into the 
union and excellent recreation oppor- 
tunities are offered them. There is 
a fine greensward for outdoor ath- 
letics, and separate week-end housvs 
for young members of both sexes and 
the park attached to the center is a 
delightful pleasance in itself 


Frau Hellersberg’s duty is to 
awaken women employes to the need 
of organizing and to work toward 
the equalization of salaries for wom- 
ens. The publicity of this organization 
is excellent. There were beautiful and 
effective posters on the walls of the 
main building and I have at hand 
many very clever, delightfully illus- 
trated folders, urging’ upon young 
men and women the need of physical 
culture, of education and of recrea- 
tion, all of which are afforded them 
in the Trade Unions.
